■ coast 67 road miles southwest o£ the city while sixth array 
aponrhciidfl drove to within a bare 20 miles on the north. 

The 11th airborne division swept ashore from landing 
■craft virtually unopposed along five miles of Bntangaa beach 

near Naaugbu and QUicldy pressed eastward toward 2.000- 
• foot Tairaytay ridge, which commands fine highways leadinff 

to Manila and the Cavite naval base in Manila bay, 32 miles 

away. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
reported today that this third 
Luzon invasion — the second

PARIS, Feb. 2 (/P)— Numer- 
ouB undefended pillboxes fell 
today „toAniericP,n.^iy(8ipn8. 
driving dc(!per into the cfintral' 
Siegfried line, so thinneli by 
demands of. the Russian front 
that the suspicion grew that 
the Germans iriight be falling 
baok to the Rhine. 

American and French attacks In 
Alsace virtually erased tho threat 
to Bttasbowrg. and EWlIlly shrank 
tho Colmar pocket. For all prac- 
tical purposes, all but Ocrman 
etragglers had been driven back 
from the cross-niilnc pocket to a 
point as mUcs south of the Al- 
satian capital. 

The Rhine was reached at many 
points northeast of bcalcged CoIm^r. 
The Brelsach border bridge was un- 
der slielttlce from allied suns three 
miles away. 

Continued thaws slowed somewhat 
the American first and third army 
onslaughts along' a 40-mlle section 
of the Blestrled Une opposite tha 
erased Ardennes bulge. Despite their 
apparent weakness In the lino, tho 
Qermans still were moving troops 
eastward and allied air power late 
yesterday banged at Rhliio brldgca 
and nUlyards to disrupt the flow 
toward the eastern front. 

The Americans widened their 
stand Inside Germany by captur- 
ing Laudcsfrld, eIx miles cast of BL 
Vllh and n little more than seven 
from the heavily fortified rail ccn- 
tcr of Pnmi.

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;] JAPAN'S TOTALITARIAN PARTY 
|! American monltors'plcked up an Intcrest- 
I Ing wireless dispatch the other day from the 
1; Domel news ilgcncy to Its clients In the hin- 
terlands. It revealed thpt a totalitarian po- 
i li'tlcal party was In the process of tormatlon 
I In Japan. 

Probably the dispatch was a little puzzling 
|l to most Americans who read It. Isn't Japan 
totalitarian already? Isn't the Jnp method 
about the same as the ■ Gctman— complete 
government .control, complete^ obedience, 
complete regimentation of thought, speech 
and action? 

The answer seems to be: Pundamentaliy, 
yea; superficially, no. Tlio chief difference 
seems to be that a fiction of tree speech and 
representative government still exists 
Japan. There was a general election In 1042. 
Several independent members were elected 
to the diet, although the Imperial Rule As- 
filstance Political society tried to nominate 
all the candidates. 
On the same day the new totalitarian party 
[; was announced. Premier Kolso had appcared 
i| ■ In the lower house of the diet and heard 
!i some sharp criticism of Inadequate plane 
ij and munitions production from Its members. 

I The session read like one of Mr. Churchill' 

II heated set-to's In commons, or an unlnhlb' 
i Ited debate In our own congress. 

But the Japanese version of free speech 
; In wartime doesn't mean much. The diet 
j con blow off steam, but It can't do much 
I about government policy or conduct of the 
I war. It can't remove the cabinet. About the 
: strongest action It can take is to refuse to 
approve the budget— 1( It dares. 

The Japanese government Is largely run 
from behind the scenes by military men and 
leaders of big business and Industry. Hep- 
re^entatlvcs of the IRAPS and Its parent 
organization, the Imperial Rule -Assistance 
association, may sit in on the councils, but 
theirs arc not the decisive voices. 

Japanese political parties can't be i 
pared with our Democrats and Republicans, 
nor with the nael or fascist typa of party. 
In Germany, of course, the nazl party Is the 
Oerman government. It Is most unlikely that 
any totalltartnn party' In Japan will have even 
ashadow of the nazl organization's power. 

What then will the new Jap party accomp- 
lish? Perhaps It will help to bolster Kolso's 
position, which suffered a blow when we 
landed on Salpah. It may bo designed to 
unify public opinion and to suppress criti- 
cism. Or perhaps Its chief aim Is to tighten 
up some loose and devious operations ot the 
Jap wor machine. 

Certainly the parliamentary shakeup is 
one reflection of Japan's conclousncss of her 
growing peril. But we should be foolish if 
wo tried to see In it an Indication ot panic 
or desire for peace. 



. DANGEROUS BLANK CHECK 

A valuable offshoot of the. Jesse Jones- 
Henry Wallace controversy was the airing, 
during hearings on the George bill, of a 
startling example of government by men, 
] rather than by law. In the operations of the 
Reconstruction Finance corporation and Its 
subsidiary ogencles. 

Apparently It even startled 'some of the 
congressmen to hear Mr. Jones catalog his 
wide disctotlonary powers as RFC director. 
And they couldn't point any accusing fingers 
elsewhere, for lb was they themselves and 
their predecessors who had granted Mr. 
Jones these powers. 

Th^ RFC dlrecior summed them up tersely: 
"To make loatk; lii any amount, for any length 
of time, at ony rate of Interest to anybody." 
He had to come to congress for money, and 
the trusting congress seems always to have 
responded with a blank check. And not until 
the war. It appeared, was presidential ap- 
proval required on RFC activities, and then 
l{ only on major war Items. 

Congress' trust in Mr. Jones was well 
! pli^ed. Ho and his RFC associates are men of 
integrity. They operated the agency honest- 
ly antj at a profit, and with no hint of 
scandaL It Is .fortunate for the country; 
that they did. 

But that Is no reason why the RFC's struc- 
ture, with its present looseness, temptation 
and potential danger, should not be altered 
by congress and put on a sensible, respon- 
sible basis— whoever b running it.

Arc you enjoying tJio thrill and 
latlilacUon that comes wltli being 
greeted by tho sound of caclctlng 
hens and Uic sight of a busy flock 
of healthy layers when you enter 
your laying house? 

It you are not ond your birds 
appear to be In a production slump, 
examine them carefully to seo It 
they are In good condition physlcoU 
ly. It won't be long now until the 
baby chicks arrive and you'll have 
Icis tlmo to spend wlUi tho layers 
EO give them special attention i 
niere Mash 

If, after examination, the laycra 
appear to be In good condition, the 
chances are. that what they need 
Is to be encouraged to eat more Iny- 
Ing muh. "llils can be occomp- 
Itshcd by decreasing the amouiit ol 
grain tlmt Is fed by about a pound 
per 100 birds per day. Another 
good practice Is to pa.ns through tlio 
pens several times a day, stirring 
the mash with your fingers and 
arousing their curiosity which will 
encourago them to ent more. Some 
raisers feed a mash moistened with 
milk or water In a crumbly state. 
Decawe this Is dlt/crcnl, layers 
sometimes respond to the change 
In fccdlnii.

Many 'succesitul poultry people 
like a good tonic or regulator to 
whet birds' appetites and build up 
their condition.

To lay ncll, birds must be kept 
In good condition. The practices 
mentioned here are ways to Im- 
prove tlielr vitality and production. 
Close coiillnement, colder weather, 
dull days seem to have a depress- 
ing effect on oppetltcs and a con- 
ditioning program as recommended 
here not only furnishes tho stimu- 
lation needed to keep up feed con- 
mmptlon among healthy birds, but
